The additional three months added to the 
second year of the agreement was in 
anticipation of a change in the commencement 
of the University’s fiscal year, from April 1 
to July 1, commencing in 1974. 


RESIDENCE RATES INCREASED 

On the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, the Board approved an increase of 
$15.05 monthly in the basic room and board 
rates in the Lister Hall complex and Pembina 
Hall. The increase will become effective 
September 1, 1973. 

Committee members pointed out that the 
residence halls are to operate on a break-even 
basis and that the higher rates are necessary to 
offset increases in the related costs of food, 
utilities, and salaries.

TENTATIVE SCHEDULE FOR IMPLEMENTATION 
OF ADVANCED REGISTRATION 

The following notice has been received from 
A. D. CAIRNS, Registrar. 


On February 26, 1973, General Faculties 
Council passed the following motion, to take 
effect in 1974: “That the present system of 
Winter Session registration at The University 
of Alberta be replaced by a system that permits 
advanced registration to take place during June 
and July of each year, and that an advance 
system of registration for senior students take 
place by mail or in person no later than the 
end of April each year.” 

The implication of this motion is that the 
final sessional timetable which has been 
printed in August for use in early September 
would, beginning in 1974, have to be printed 
in February for use in March. And since the 
timetable must include new courses and course 
changes, a further implication is that the 
deadline for final approval of new courses and 
course changes would have to be about October 
1, 1973 rather than December 15 as in the 
past. 

As R. G. BALDWIN, Dean of Arts, pointed 
out in the debate on this matter, this would 
probably mean that departments will have to 
consider changes in their course offerings as 
early as April, 1973, in order to have them 


included in the timetable and calendars by 
March 1, 1974. 

Since there is considerable urgency in this 
matter, it is felt that it would assist 
departments, faculties, and schools in their 
planning if a tentative schedule was circulated 
for their consideration. Such a schedule is 
appended. 

A more detailed proposal, including cost 
estimates, will be presented to the Executive 
Committee of General Faculties Council as 
soon as possible. If approved, the Board will 
then be asked to provide the additional funds 
required for development, implementation, and 
maintenance of the system. 


Tentative Schedule 

August 1, 1973. Departments submit course 
changes to faculties for approval by this date. 

August I to 31, 1973. Faculties approve 
course changes and forward to Secretariat for 
reproduction and circulation. 

August 17, 1973. Timetabling Division of 
Registrar’s Office sends calendar mockups to 
departments and faculties for revision. 

September 1, 1973. Timetabling Division 
sends 1973-74 Course Master Timetable 
Register to departments for revision and 
up-date to provide basis for 1974-75 timetable. 

September I to 28, 1973. Secretariat 
reproduces and circulates all proposed course 
changes submitted by faculties. Courses not 
challenged within three-week period are 
approved. Challenged courses are referred to 
General Faculties Council for decision. 

September 28, 1973. Last day for 
departments to submit revised Course Master 
Timetable Registers to the Timetabling Division 
of the Registrar’s Office. 

October 15, 1973. Revised calendar copy 
from all sources should be turned in to the 
Timetabling Division of the Registrar’s Office 
by this date. 

November 30, 1973. First draft of the 
1974-75 Course Master Timetable Register and 
University Schedule is sent by the Timetabling 
Division to departments for final revision and 
up-dating. 

December 17, 1973. Departments return 
updated Course Master Timetable Register to 
Timetabling Division. 

March 1, 1973. All individual 1974-75 
faculty calendars available for distribution. 
Course Registration Procedure booklet, 
including the 1974-75 Timetable, available for 
distribution.
